MADAM  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  G-ENTLEMEN, 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  1966,  on  the  health 
of  the  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District. 

Several  points  require  specific  mention,  the  details  of  which  may  be 
found  in  the  ensuing  pages  and  figures  outlined  in  this  Report. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  increase  in  Bishop's  Stortford *s 
population  continues  and  that  this  year  I60  more  people  entered  the  town^ 
giving  a total  population  of  20,830.  However,  the  birth  rate  in  the  town  has 
decreased  in  contrast  to  last  year's  figure^  while  the  reverse  is  true  of  the 
death  rate  figure ■ It  would  appear  from  the  figures  outlined  in  this  Report 
that  the  character  of  the  community  in  Bishop's  Stortford  is  slowly  drifting 
away  from  that  found  in  a rural  market  town  towards  a typical  suburban  town 
found  in  close  proximity  to  the  London  connurbation. 

Since  the  Plowden  Committee  published  its  findings  this  year  it  is  felt 
that  Nursery  Schools  and  Play  G-roups  deserve  special  mention  It  is  with 
regret  that  one  remembers  the  closure  of  the  Nursery  School  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Hertfordshire  County  Council  in  1958-  Unfortunately,  while  the 

majority  of  private  nursery  schools  conform  to  statutory  structural  require- 
ments, it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  benefits  which  would  accrue  from 
"custom  built"  nursery  schools  make  their  presence  in  the  community  obligatory. 

In  conclusion  we  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  outstanding  service 
which  has  been  given  to  older  people  in  Bishop's  Stortford  by  the  voluntary 
organisations  this  year-  Nevertheless,  it  is  perhaps  appropriate  to  point  out 
at  this  juncture  that  the  welfare  services  for  the  elderly,  could  be  utilised 
more  fully  if  a small  publicity  campaign  was  mounted  and  appropriate  information 
about  welfare  services  brought  directly  into  their  homes. 

Once  more  it  is  a pleasure  to  record  the  co-operation  and  constructive 
advice  so  readily  contributed  by  the  Council  and  our  colleagues

MORTALITY  TABLE  - MAIN  CAUSES  OP  DEATH 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  niiiriber  of  deaths  (11)  notified  during  the 
year.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  8.9  per  1 ,000  population.  This  compared 
favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

The  increase  in  deaths  attributed  to  heart  disease  was  confined  to  the 
over  65  age  group  and  does  not  reflect  the  national  trend. 


INFANT  AND  PERINATAL  MORTALITY 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  which  to  a 
certain  extent  has  been  offset  by  a decrease  in  the  Perinatal  Mortality 
Hate,  This  is  of  little  significance  in  view  of  the  small  numbers  involved. 
The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  Urban  District  still  remains  below  that  of 
England  and  Wales,

Three  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1966, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  cases  on  the  register  to  57* 

It  is  felt  that  this  low  incidence  of  new  cases  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  reflects  the  proper  use  of  Mass  Radiograpl^''  as  an  ancillary  method 
in  the  early  diagnosis  of  this  disease 

( 5 ) National  Assistance  Act,  1948-.  Section  47 

On  one  occasion  in  1966  the  powers  inherent  in  the  above  Act  were  invoked. 
Section  47  of  this  Act  remains  unchanged  and  concerns  itself  principally  with 
the  welfare  of  the  physically  incapacitated^ aged  and  infirm.  It  enables 
suitable  treatment  to  be  instigated  and  caters  for  appropriate  care  under 
reasonably  conceivable  circumstances - 

However^  it  became  necessary  during  the  year  to  arrange  for  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  of  an  elderly  female  resident,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Act . 

(4)  Nurseries  and  Child-Minders  Regulation  Act.  194-8 

The  Act  requires  all  Nursery  Schools  and  Child-Minders  who  have  more  than 
two  children  from  two  different  homes  to  be  registered  with  the  Local  Health 
Authority 

During  I966,  ei^t  nursery  schools  and  play  groups  were  functioning  with 
Urban  District  Council  planning  permission  and  more  than  250  pre-school 
children  were  attending  these  establishments. 
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(5)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year-  Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Hadham 
Towers,  which  is  situated  in  the  Braughing  Rural  District,  The  tip  is 
shared  with  the  Braughing  R.D.C  . and  pest  control  measvires  are  undertaken 
by  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator,  one  third  of  the  cost  being  borne  by  the 
Rural  District  Council, 

The  Paper  Sack  System  is  now  in  full  operation  and,  in  general,  the 
results  from  this  method  of  collecting  refuse  are  proving  to  be  totally 
adequate-  A few  complaints  of  damage  to  the  paper  sacks  by  domestic 
animals  were  received  during  the  year.  In  some  cases  this  was  overcome 
by  the  occupiers  by  the  provision  of  wire  netting  fixed  around  the  base  of 
the  paper  sack, 

(6)  Water  Supply 

Thirty-four  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  to  the  Cambridge 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  With  the 
exception  of  one  sample  satisfactory  reports  were  received,  Pollow-up 
samples  proved  satisfactory, 

(7)  Drainage  8.nd  Sev/erage 

During  the  year  the  Council  accepted  a report,  submit  tea  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for  the  construction  of  a relief  sewer  from  Northgate 
End  to  the  Causeway.  The  provision  of  this  relief  sewer  would  alleviate 
flooding  which  has  occurred  during  periods  of  heavy  rain  in  the  vicinity  of 
Stane  Close , 

The  Council  also  gave  consideration,  following  a detailed  report  by 
the  Consulting  Engineers,  to  the  question  of  sevfsrage  for  future  development 
at  Thor  ley  and  agreed  to  consider  further  action  when  the  Minister  made  known 
his  decision  upon  the  First  Review  of  the  Coi.inty  Development  Plaji. 

( 8 ) Swimming  Pools 

78  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  five  swimming  pools  in  the 
district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  the  samples 
were  satisfactory

Details  of  the  observations  for  the  year  ending  31st  March-  1965»  in 
connection  with  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  are  given  in  Table  I The 
sites  listed  in  this  table  are  all  in  the  same  classification  as  Bishop's 
Stortford  and  a comparison  of  the  amount  of  smoke  and  siolphur  dioxide  pollution 
of  the  various  towns  listed  reveals  that  the  level  of  pollution  in  Bishop's 
Stortford  can  be  regarded  as  reasonably  satisfactory. 

Table  II  sets  out  the  air  pollution  averages  at  both  stations  in  the  town 
since  recordings  commenced  locally.  Table  III  gives  the  average  monthly 
concentrations  in  Bishop's  Stortford  during  1966.
